able use or nonuse of force that 
is capable of rendering solutions 
to our present moral dilemmas,’’® 
Potter said. 

This article is by no means a 
survey of all available resources 
that might supplement lesson ma- 
terials on war and peace. Those 
mentioned here offer possibili- 
ties and, it is hoped, will serve 
as an encouragement to use extra 
resources where possible. Of 
course, the Bible is to be the 
primary source. 

Hopefully, the outcome of this 
study will be to have helped Chris- 
tians face responsibly the prob- 
lem of how to live in a warring 
society while striving and praying 
for peace.

ment is good (though sometimes 


declining). There is plenty of 
money to provide needed re- 
sources. Modern communications 
have put us and our people in 
touch with the best of everything 
materially and culturally. 

Too often we have failed to lift 
our goals to keep the inner spirit- 
ual man in step with his material 
affluence. When we redefine our 
goals and give priority to this as- 
pect of the church’s life, teach- 
ing improvement will be more 
important to us. Then methods of 
improvement, such as_ preview 
studies in some form, probably 
will take on new meaning in Bap- 
tist churches.

method is based directly upon 
the learner: his needs, his speed, 
his level of learning, and _ his 
personal satisfaction in learning. 

Programed learning does some 
of the things a teacher does. For 
instance, the effective teacher: 

@ Insists material be understood 
before moving on. 

@Presents only material for 


‘which the learner is ready. 


@ Accelerates at small intervals 
of difficulty. 

@ Keeps the learner active. 

™Commends correct answers. 

Programed learning materials 
may be used at the church, or 
checked out of the multimedia 
center and taken home. They are 
most effective in comprehending 
knowledge goals.
